Street, New Orleans; Lookout Inn, on Lookout 
Mountain, Tennessee; the Richardson  office- 
building and other structures of Chattanooga: 
and the Vieksburg Hotel, at Vicksburg, Missis- 
sippi. He is now on his greatest work, a million- 
dollar office-building in New Orleans for the 
London and Liverpool and Globe Insurance 
Con pany.
